If thé Board fails
to adopt this stipulation as its Decivs'ion and Order, the Stipulated Settlement and Disciplinary
Order shall be of no force or effect, except for this paragraph, it shall be inadmissible in. any legal
action between the parties, and the Board shall not be disqualified from further action by haVing
considered this matter. .

DISCIPLINARY ORDER

A.  PUBLIC REPRIMAND

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that Physician's and Surgeon's Certificate No. C 50192
issued to Respondent Fariborz Khorsand-Ravan, M.D. is hereby publicly reprimanded pursuant to
California Business and Professions Code § 2227(a)(4). This Public Reprimand, which is issued
inlconnection with Respondeht’s actions as set forth in Accusation No. 800-2016-026806, is‘ as
follows:

For a period of time in 2010, you prescribed a controlled substance to a family member on
multiple occasions in a manner not consistent with legally applicable requirements.

STIPULATED SETTLEMENT (800-2016-026806
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B. PRESCRIBING COURSE

Within 60 calendar days of the effective date of this Decision, Respondent shall enroll
in a prescribing course apbroved in advance by the Board or its designee. Respondent shall
provide the apprdved course provider with any information and documents that the approved
course provider may deem pertinent. Respondent shall participaté in and successfully
complete the classroom component of the coﬁrse not later thaﬁ six (6) fnonths after-
Re_:sﬁondent’s initial enrollment. The prescribing course shall be at Respondent'sexpense and
shall be in addition to the Cohti_nuing Medical Educatioh (CME) requirements for renewal of
licensure.

A prescribing coufse taken after the acts that gave rise to the chargés in the Accusation, but
prior to the effective date of the Decision niay, in the sole discretion of the Board or its designeé,
be accepted towards the fulfillment of this condition if the course would have been approved by
the Board or its deéiglleelhad the course Been taken after the effective date of this Decision.

Respondent shall submit a certification of successful compleﬁon to tﬁe Board or its -
designee not later than 15 calendar days after successfully completing the course, or not later than
15 calendar days after the effective date of the Decision, whichever is later.

Respondent understands that failure to submit and/or complete the prescribing course, as

set forth above, would constitute unprofessional conduct and grounds for further disciplinary

action. If Respondent fails to enroll, participate in, or successfully complete the prescribing
course within the designated time period, Respondent shall receive a notification from the Board
or its designee to cease the practice of medicine within three (3) calendar days after being so

notified. |

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In consideration for his agreement to complete the prescribing course, as set forth above,
Respondent shall be publicly reprimanded as set forth in the public letter of reptimand, as set
